change  from  pollution  from  the  surface  of  adjoining  grounds, 
movement  of  subsoil,  etc.,  this  matter  receives  a  considerable 
amount  of  attention  from  the  inspector  of  nuisances.  Ten 
samples  of  drinking  water  were  submitted  to  me  for  analysis 
during  the  year  -  of  these,  five  samples  were  condemned  as 
unfit  hr  drinking  purposes.  pive  wells  have  been  cleansed 
and  repaired,  and  one  well  closed.

The  drains  are  subject  to  regular  inspection  under  the 
Dairies,  Cowsheds  &  Hi lk shops  ctrder,  and  a  Veterinary  inspector 
is  appointed  to  examine  milch  cov/s  in  the  district.  Every 
precaution  is  taken  for  the  detection  of  'tuberculosis  of  milch 
cows.  The  nilk  and  Dairies  ( Amendmen t )  Act  1922  is  in  force. 
There  are  lo2  wholesale  traders  and  producers  on  the  Register. 
242  inspections  were  made  during  the  year,  79  defects  were 
found,  37  required  cleansing  and  limnwashing ,  42  required 
structural  or  sanitary  improvements.
